The Swede who drove atall, would noe 
Perform a Tittle, till the ScAbbard was thrown 
away,and till the Pules had Seal’d their Treafon, 
by naming an Ufurper. 

Here they ftuck faft, till both fides being 
obftinate, the whole Delign was in Danger to 
break up, and the People began to look back as 
gain; and now the Vizor’s thrown off, the 
Swede Marches tu.Warfaw 40000 ftrong, to help 
the Poleschoofe a King; that isin fhort, to re- 
fiore them to their Liberty, by forcing them to 
fet up an Ufurping Subject iu che Throne of his 
Diafter.
